New York, Oct. 24.—Their fears 


unallayed by announcement of the 
preeautibns taken by the government 
and financial interests to check the 
panic which threatened yesterday, a 
baker's dozen of worried-looking de- 
positors had gathered in front of the 
Trust Company of America's down- 
town offices at S a. m. today and as 
day dawned the throng grew steadily 
greater and greater. 


Heavily guarded 
wagons 
began 


rumbling through the streets long he- 
fore sunrise bringing to the beleag- 
uered institutions big installments of 
the funds released from the subtreas- 
ury by Secretary of the Treasury Cor- 
telyou to ease the strain on the bank- 
ing houses. 


Secretary of the Treasury -Cortel- 


you announced after the .meeting that 
he had directed the release of $25,- 
000,000 from the sub treasury. Not 
less important than the secretary's 
statement was John D. Rockefeller's 
announcement 
of his faith in 
the 


soundness of conditions. 


• 3. -P. Morgan, who participated in 


the-conference, issued no statement 
but others present said it was largely 
through his efforts that such satis- 
factory results were reached. From 
Washington came messages to the 
effect that President Roosevelt will 
do all in his power to relieve the sit- 
uation. 
The President will not util- 


ize funds to help the speculators.

New'York, Oct. 24.—The crisis in 


New Yo'rk financial circles has been 
safely passed. 
After prolonged con- 


ferences at J. P. Morgan's office an 
organization of the presidents of the 
New York trust companies was effect- 
ed, not different in principle from the 
clearing house association. It was in 
the nature of. a protective combina- 
tion. All of the leading and admit- 
tedly conservative trust companies 
participated. A resolution was unani- 
mously adopted providing for an ex- 
amination of the various trust com- 
panies and a report of their funds and 
recommendations to the association. 


Several factors have contributed to 


this change of feeling. First and fore- 
most wa? the determination reached 
by men of great influence in the finan- 
cial world to restore confidence, in- 
sure safety and prevent panic. Con- 
spicuous among these were J. Pier- 
pont Morgan and James Stillman, 
president of the National City bank. 
There were several conferences at the 
offices of J. P. Morgan & Company. 
Oil Kins Will Assist New York Banka. 
News of these conferences quickly 
ran through the financial district, al- 
layed fears of the extremely nervous 
and certainly aided the stock market. 
Next in point of influence was the 
presence at the subtreasury of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Cortelyou, who 
caused to be deposited with New York i 


banks a large sum, said to be ?25,- 
000,000. 
Another potent factor in 


bringing about a better feeling was 
the ability of the Trust Company of 
America to withstand an all-day run, 
as it successfully did. In the face of 
enormous withdrawals, the officials of 
the bank .proclaimed their readiness 
to settle with all depositors on de- 
mand. 


John D. Rockefeller announced he 


has arranged to loan very large sums 
to a number of New York financial 
Institutions. "I think," said Mr. Rock- 
efeller, 
"that the existing alarm 


among investors is not warranted, and 
I hope the good common sens- of the 
American people will control the situ- 
ation. Personally 
I have absolute 


faith in the future of the values of 
our securities and jtha soundness of 
underlying conditions. 
Instead of 


withdrawing any of my moneys from 
the banks. I am co-operating with 
others in helping to meet that which 
I firmly believe to be only a tempo- 
rary crisis." 


Ridgely's Statement. 


Washington, Oct. 24. — Comptroller 


o'f, the Currency Ridgely gave out a 
statement saying that the1gene,r=aJUeel- 
ing indicates an absolutely sound sit- 
uation; that :there was not the slight- 
est need of apprehension about the 
banks and trust companies of the 
country; that the banks of the eastern 
reserve cities have every disposition 
to leave* their balances in New York 
and other central reserve cities, and- 
attributes the trouble in New York to 
the condition of a very few concerns 
discredited by the operations of tlieir 
officers, and to the different prices of 
stocks and securities as between New 
York city and the country banks. 


Sending Money to New York. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 24.—Prominent 


bankers of this city state that the 
Cleveland banks were never in better 
shape than the- are at the present 
time. Several of the big banks have, 
within the last two days, it is sajd, 
sent large sums of money to New 
York to be loaned. There has been 
no reflection here whatever of the es- 
citement in New York. On the Cleve- 
land stock exchange the quotations 
showed no sympathy with the decline 
In New Yerk. 


Cincinnati Banks Sound. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 24.—The *New 


York financial situation is regarded 
as local to that city by Cincinnati 
bankers, several of whom gave ex- 
pression to their views to that effect. 
President Hinsch of the Fifth National 
said that the "New York situation 
will have no effect in Cincinnati what- 
ever," and similar expressions were 
heard from other bankers. There are 
deposits of more than ?100.000.000 la 
the 15 national banks in this city.

Berlin, Oct. 24—The Kaiser's own 


testimony was demanded by General 
Von JVIoltke at the opening 
of the 


civil court today to prove the latter 
innocent of the political plots charged 
against him by Editor Harden. 


Harden, having also summoned the 


Kaiser as a witness in his own be- 
half, in the libel suit Von Moltke is 
pressing against him, the issue is pui

Governor 
Franz of Oklahoma, accompanied by 
Judge Clayton of the court of appeals 
for Indian Territory, will reach Irere 
Saturday, bringing with them to lay 
before the president a copy of the 
new constitution and the election re- 
turns 
Under the enabling act the 


president will have 20 days after he 
has received the new constitution in 
which to approve or disapprove of it. 
He has already indicated that he will 
approve the instrument and issue a 
proclamation declaring the territories 
cf Oklahoma and Indian Territory to 
be the nev state of Oklahoma.
